The proposed plan is to leave 
Crowell hall as it now stahds, 
but raze the present church 
building and place in its stead 
an auditorium, with class rooms 
and other features. The auditor- 
ium would have a seating capac- 
ity of 650. Those familiar with 
ithe plans describe them as ideally 
fitting in with the need. 

A basement, twice the size of 
the basement under Crowell hall, 
is planned, as well as a balcony 
‘in the auditorium seating 145 peo- 
jple. Proposed cost of the new 
structure is $60,000, while furnish- 
ings and other expenses would 
bring the total outlay to $70,000, 
according to the building commit- 
tee. 

A cash offering of $15,000 is hop- 
ed for Sunday. The pledge is on 
the five-payment plan. The first 
payment is due June 1, or within 
90 days, and the four others dur- 
ing the succeeding years by June 
1, 1934. 

In the Sunday school depart- 
ment, especially, there is great 
need for additional space, accord- 
ing to the officials. In 1919 the

The messages are sent out by 
short wave radio and each police 
motor car carries a receiving set 
with either a loud speaker or ear 
phones. Seven cities already have 
this radio system in operation with 
many more planning to make such 
installations in the very near fu- 
ture. The experience of those cit- 
ies which have already made a 
definite trial of this method has 
been eminently successful. 

Radio photography also has ar- 
rests to its credit. For instance, 
a noted check forger slipped away 
on a Pacific steamship. His 
photograph was flashed to the 
Hawaiian police and he walked 


-. down the gang plank at Honolulu 
into the arms of a waiting detec- 


tive. 


Closely allied to this matter of 

tracking criminals is the subject 
of defences against their depreda- 
’ tions. Safe manufacturers are 
continually striving to construct 
more nearly burglar proof sales, 
bullet proof glass is already an 
accomplished fact, and alarm sys- 
tems are being made more and 
more efficient. 


In this connection it is interest-

The Upland Methodist Church chal- 
lenges you with something new and 
‘“unusual.’’ 


Our need for a new church has long 
been evident. 


In 1919, during Mr. Naftel’s first year 
as Superintendent, our Church School 
averaged 195. During the eight months 
past the average has been 440. Dur- 
ing these eleven years there has been 
no enlargement of the plant. 


A careful survey shows sixteen rooms 
now occupied too small for their spec- 
ific use. Some of them are distressing- 
ly inadequate. By actual count one 
day the furnace room held fifteen boys 
and their teacher. 


Our social hall fails to meet our needs. 
Two weeks ago 245 Mothers and 
Daughters crowded into space designed 
for 160—and many were turned away. 


Our Auditorium is large enough for the 
usual service. But it is inadequate 
when we undertake our most important 
task—to teach our youth the joy of 
worship. Nor does it meet the stand- 
ard set for the Sanctuary—the Holy 
Place of God, the refuge of the human 
soul. 


Thus we are conscious of our need. 
But the ‘‘unusual’’ is in the way we 
seek to meet the need. 


Contrary to the usual procedure, our 
Official Board has chosen simply to 
acquaint the members and friends of 
the church with the facts, and then 
leave the matter of a new church build- 
ing in their hands. 


We do not want a pledge which is 
made merely under the spell of an elo- 
quent appeal. We want every dollar 
to have back of it a clear vision of the 
need, and to be the expression of a 
ready willingness to help. 


These are the facts.

The second 
story provides two assembly and nine classrooms for the Senior High and Young People’s 
The Dining Room is in the basement with more than twice the space in our 
present Dining Room. Here and on the main floor provision is made for five adult classes. 
All told, the new building provides for the needs of the Cradle Roll, Senior High, Young 
People's and Adult Departments of oe Seer 
ell Hall. Besides, there is a Church lor, the Pastor’s Study, and Offices for the Direct- 
or of Education and the Church School Secretary. . :
